“What,” say they, “are we to think of a man who 
will, ina public speech, slander another man anil 
then quarrel with reporters for publishing his 
speech?” 

For these reasons the friends of General Sherinan 
urge him to come out at once with that United 
States Senator's name who has Jeff Davis’ letter. 
We want that letter: we want that Senator's name. 
What right bas that Senator to keep such a letter 
a secret? What right bas a rebei itke Jeff Davis to 
such extreme delicacy at this late hour of the day’ 
Some people think it was a smai) matter that Jeff 
Davis wanted to split this country into two great 
republics, but if it can be proved that Jeff Davis 
wanted to enslave the Southern States and make 
himself their dictator, it wil: dethrone him at once 
and forever from the affections of his followers in 
the South, We want that ietter so bad that it 
caused as much mortification and pain when Cien- 
eral 8 ked as if he could not, or would 
not stand by his statement.

THE BATTLEFIELD, 


Notes From a Soldier's Diary, Written 
on the Field. 


The greatest battle ever fought in ‘Kentucky 
| was that at Perryville, between the forces of 
Gen Sr eRE of the Confederate, and Gen. Buell 
lof the Federal army, October 8, 1862. The 
Confederates called itin their reports ‘Perry 
Bevarne ' the Federals “*Chaplin Hills,” from the 
range in which it was fought. -Thousands who 
were present will 
pleasure the following sketch from a diary 
written upon the tield, and which is reproduced 
frora the Pittsburg Dispate toh: 

The Fourth o1 Jul y orator loves to talk about 
the field of carnage.‘ He says the ground is red 
with blovd, and that dead bodies lie so thickly 
that one cannot walk without treading u ps 
them. This is the veriest bogh imaginable. 
many men would it have taken to thickly ow 
the battle-field of Chaplin Hills, or how much 
blood to paint it red? The ground fought over 
was about nine miles in length, and from one to 
four miles in width. This does not include the 
cavalry operations. There was not meu enough 
in both armies to “strew it thickly,” if every 
one of them had been killed and strewn around. 
The diary trom which the sketch of the battle 
was taken contains the notesof a tour ofa 
portion of the field thenext day, which are more 
reliable than the sentimental gush of the ora- 
tor, or the lurid sketches of the war correspond- 
ent. ; 

FreLD Hospirat, Caapiin Hits, Ky 
October 9,.—Fighting is bad business. It is 
cruel; it is damnable: but there is only room 
enough in this country for one flag, and that 
flag is the ‘‘stars and stripes.” Men may come 
and men may go, but the old flag shall stay 
| forever. 

Bragg skipped off last night in the direction 
of Harrisonburg. Our batteries sent: out 
feelers, but vot no se, and it was not 

long after daylight untilit was learned they 
, had all cone, bag and age, leaving their 
dead for us to bury. They sent in burial 
squads last night, but, instead of looking after 
their killed, they went to killing our pickets, 

whereupon: the truce was declared off, and 
their squads sent back. All day long am- 
bulances are coming in with wounded that 
had been picked up in odd places or overlooked 
last night. 

The rebels were kind to our wounded, always 
giving them their attention, but not until their 
own had been cared for, As they had posses- 
sion of that part of the field where our regi- 
ment did its most fighting, a number of our 
wounded fell into their hands, 

In conupany with two other slightly wounded 
men, [ went over that portion of the field where 
our division fought. The piace looked natural 
enough, and, save for the number of twigs and 
sinall limbs covering the ground and the scars 
on the trees, tbere wis nothing to show that 
anything unusual had been going on. L looked 
in vain for the heaps~of people and pSols of 
blood, so much talked about by stump speak- 
ers and poem Up on the knoli where we re- 
ceived t first volley we found three or four 
bodies. Then, following the direction of the 
regiment, as it changéd:front, we found several! 
more. Down in the hollow, where we hain- 
mired the ['wenty-second Mississippi hard, 
there were a good many clead rebs. 

I stood up on a log, ‘where I could see all 
round for a considerable distance, and I could 
only count about a dozen bodies. As near as 
we could estimate, our regiment fought over 
fifty acresof ground. Our loss in killed on the 
field was about thirty. Supposing the rebels 
lost the same, that would make sixty, or a 
little more than one man tothe acre. That is 
not very thick strewing. Sometimes there are 
twe or three in a place, but generally they 
are lying around, every one to himself, 

There were details from each regiment 
sent out to gather up their dead and bury 
them. The four killed in my company were 
buried under an oak tree on the hillside near 
where they fell. Stout stakes were driven in 
the ground at the head of each grave, on which 
was carved the name of the occupant. The 
names were also carved on the oak tree, to- 
gether with the number of the grave. The best 
we could do was to wrap the boys in their 
blankets closely, cover them over with leaves 
and then tumble in the dirt. It was not much 
like a funeral—it was more of a business mat- 
ter. The idea was to keep the bodies in as good 
shape as possible, so they may be recognized if 
their friends come after them. 

I suppose our folks at home would think us a 
hard lot if they could see how indifferently we 
look upon a dead man, While out in the corn- 
field, near where Loomis’ battery had such a 
long, hard tussle, Lsaw them carry a lot of 
dead rebels up to where a long. treuch had been 
dug.

We have seen books exquisitely bound in levant, 
ree, alligator, seal, calf, polished and pavelled and 
sprinkled, with beautiful and delicate tootings, in 
stiff covers and flexible covers, in the highest style 
of the binder's art.

A MISSING BOA. 


The Entire Force of the Central Park 
Menagerie in a State of Terror. 
By Telegraph to the P. st-Diapatch, 

New Yorx,November 29.— Three boa constrictors, 
the largest of their kind ever received in this coun- 
try. two measuring twenty feet and one nty-five 
feet and valued at $1,000 apiece, were ived by 
Superintendent Conklin at the Central Park me- 
nagerie jast week, They were sent in large, padded 
boxes. Superintendent Conklin, on their arrival, 
had them put in the north boiler-room of the 


fice and the rooms occupied by the park police. 
The largest of the three boas had a box to himself, 
nearest the big furnace. Superintendent Conklin 
took an agent of a menagerie down into the boiler- 
room yesterday to see the boas. After exhibiting 
the twenty-five-foot fellow, he closed and made fast, 


as he supposed, the lid of the box in which the boa 
lay coiled, but wide awake on account of the heat 
of the room. When Peter Carroll, the engineer who 
has charge. of the furnaces, went into the engine- 
room last evening, 

HE*WAS AMAZED 
to find the lid of the box open and 
the box empty. He went. out in a 
ade 4 and locked the door behind him. Hereported 
that be thought a boa hadescaped. Superintendent 
Conklin, with bis assistants, hurried to the engine 
room and examined every nook and corner, but 
could find no trace of the big boa. They concluded 
that he had crawled into the space between the big 
pipes leading to the Muxeum, and the offices on the 
floor above. A gang of workmen were summoned. 
and the flooring over the engine room was torn up 
next the wall. The work bad to be done with care 
for fear of injuring the boa, and men with nets 
st by the workmen to catch him. A 
bea, out of doors in this weather, 
would be likely to lose much of his 
vivacity, but the Arsenal did not want to find this 
feliow indoors lest night.

MORE LAWS. 


Action of the City Council Last Night on 
Several Important Bills. 
At last night's session of the City Council the ordi- 
nance was ordered to engrossment authoriz- 
ing the Mayor and Comptrolier to issue bonds to the 
amount of $700,000 to take up the $700,000 bonds 
issued by the old County Court in aid of the 
Missouri Pacific Road, which fall due next February.

Committee on Public Improvements, were ordered to 
engrossment: To regulate the construction of 
vaults under sidewalks; authorizing the Comptrol- 
ler and Wharf Commissioner to to the St. Lou- 
is Grain Elevator Company a portion of the wharf 
near the foot of Ashley street; maki 
appropriation for the reconstruction of Plum street, 
from nd to Fourth streets; making additional 
appropriation for the reconstruction of Morgan 
street, from the wharf to Broadway. A bill estab- 
lishing grades in the Delmar avenue district also 
went to engrossment, as did a bill enabling the 
Board of Public Improvements to give permits to 
private parties to remove earth from the line of 
public streets which are ungraded and above the 
grade line.

There was a sound of revelry at Armory Hall! last 
night, the gas was turned up real high. and through 
such windows as would not close and such doors ‘as 
had to be kept open, floated the bewitching strains 
of “Paddy Duffy’s Cart” and other light-footed airs.
